(ros8 matter as viewed from the heights of life 1s but the retiuse 
cast off trom s$piritual substance in its descent from the plane 'of 
pure <pirit. It 1s a well-known fact that the atomic base of every 
molecule of matter which forms a physical body, sloughs off, 
changes, 1ts outer envelope—the epidermis—of the molecule, <0 to 
Speak, every seven years. 

In exact correspondence there is a sloughing off, a periodical 
change, in the enveloping media of every atom. of the lower astral 
body, and in the processes of each change there is either an expan- 
$10n and diffusion, or a condensation and refinement of such media, 
according to whether the change be made in an evolutionary or 
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involutionary period of the cycle of manifestation, as 1s also the 
case with all gross matter. These changes are precipitated by 
means of the pranic - force contained within such media, and 1s 
directed. by the incarnated Egos of the period. During an 'evolu- 
tionary period this sloughed off media or substance reaches a slower 
rate of. vibration and- hecomes active as matter on the physical 
plane, as in the present world period the refuse substance of a 
11gher plane or state of suhbstance hecame the matter of our present- 
phys1cal world by means of the action of the laws of expansion and 
c1ffus10n. 

\Vhat I have now said in no wise contradicts what I have prev- 
rously sa1d on the subject of reflection, for it 1s by the power of 
reflection that one. state' of matter or substance 1s conducted into 
another state. A definite portion of the substance of your physical 
body 1s used up by the energy of light each time a reflection of your 
lorm 1s cast on any reflecting surface and that reflection endures 
tor a definite period of time after the form which cast the reflection 


has departed. 

The power of the Initiate, by means of which he can form and 
reform, can exude or withdraw any part or all of his astral form 
irom his physical body, has been won by him through his experience 
with the phenomena of . hight and sound. The original de- 
5190 will persist in the auric sphere of the Ego from the beginning 
to the end of the manvantara in which the latter 1s periodically 
incarnating. 

That design was originally made in the image of God, and the 
:ame design is, metaphorically speaking, stamped within every dit- 
erentiated particle of substance, no matter how minute 1t þe. 

The Ego must build the substance contained in its auric sphere 
into the requisite phase or part of the original design which requires 
perfecting according to the race, kingdom and age in which that 
particular portion of the design can develop. 


Through the long ages passed during their descent into matter, 
the incarnating Egos of the present manvantara have gradually re- 
created the substance, the matter, now available for their use on the 
ascending arc of the same cycle. of manifestation. In other words, 
the action of evolutionary energy impells the sloughing off, or 
changing of the substance of the spiritual and astral vehicles of the 
Egos during each period of their descent from spirit, —pure energy— 
and that substance has gradually become condensed, coarse enough

to partake of the nature of the animal, vegetable cr mineral king- 
doms. 

Becoming reversed at the close of the evolutionary period, the 
involutionarv aspect of the same energy.came into action—the forces 
of condensation and reftinement—and from that period to the pres- 
ent. and as it will continue to act to the highest degree ot the. arc 
of as<xenston—the top ot the $piral round— matter has continued to 
condense and retine, and therefore to lose 1ts grosser qualities, and 
these proces=es will continue until the 1involutionary energy 18 eX- 
pended at the afore-mentioned top of the arc of ascens1on, when 
the first mentioned processes of expans1on and diituson will again 
be rexmned, and a higher round of the cosnmic_ spiral—a new man- 
vantara—will then commentce. 

During the period of involution the snbstance slonghed off from 
the atomic bases of matter as before referred to, 1s condensmg 1n- 
Stead of expanding as 1t has previously done,. and the astral suÞþ- 
Stance thus re-created hecomes: h{hter, more tenuous, and elastic.

[Investigation will prove-to you that the sensual impulses, the acts 
or the humanity of even. a few hundred years ago were grosser 1n 
character and slower of execution, the designs inore massive 1n con- 
Struction, than are similar impulses, acts and designs of the present 
races ot mankind all of which 1s largely influenced by the change 
in the character and substance of the hosts of elementals embodied 
1 the astral substance of all of nature's kingdoms since the present 
Involutionary period set in. 

But little interest 1s felt by the second or third person. to whom 
the hrst person relates the vision of an astral visitant. Belief in the 
realty of the same rapidly oozes out of the mentality of the former, 
11 1t ever had admittance, and the seer of the vision also soon for- 
gets or a1$þeleves in the reality of the vision, unless he possesses 
the power to visualize to physical eyes the form observed. If the 
process of sueh vizualizing were understood and the reality admit- 
ted as a screntific- possthility the power of faith would do much 
toward making such phenomena very common, for the forces and 
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methods used by nature in expanding and diffusing spiritual energy 
n_ the first—or evolutionary—period of a round of manifestation 
1s 1n fact stored up mm the I£go of man. The highly developed 
[nitiate has released those stored up forces mm himself, and therefor 
can condense or-expand the astral- molecules which are the vehicles 
of the atomic bases—the $parks, as these hases are termed in Orien- 
tal philosophv—at will, and can $s0 render his $spiritual—Nirman- 
akava—body perceptible to even physical eyes, and can also visual- 
ze the astral form of another who 1s on the same line or circuit of 
fe as himseltf, 1t 1t 1s necessary for him to do. 80, although he 
cannot hold that form min manifestation for any great length of time 
1 any given instance. But he cannot control the Ego of another 
form without 1ts consent. The Ego of form 0 called forth would 
remain quiesent in 1ts own field of hie during the mamitestation of 
the form. and so it would not be of much more importance to draw 
forth such a form than 1t would to-vivify a picture and $0 reveal a 
Presentment of a hve person. 

ut the fact that the act itself were posstble to man would rev- 
olntionize modern science, for 1t would prove beyond power oft 
reiutation the ex1istence of a Fourth Dimension, which 1s at present 
a subject for much controversy. 

The truths that I have herein stated will be provable by the 
SClentist of another century, for the condensation and refinement 
of matter 1s now proceeding $0. rapidly and methodically that there 
must inevitably be observations taken in so0me field where the 
changes made in the constitution of matter will be s0 pronounced 
as to he perceptible to the human eve under the microscope. And 
the general acceptance of the facts therehy deduced must set at 
rest the present uncertainty as to the persistence of hfe after the 
change termed death.

THEOGENESITS. 


Commentaries on a New Stanza of Dzyan Given by the Master Morya to 
the 'Iemple of the People for the New Humamity. 


STANZA IV. SECOND SLOKA. 


*On either side of its head came a golden horn, and in 
the middle sprang forth suddenly a diamond-tipped horn.” 


COMMEN I ARY. 


1. A horn 1s a symbol of power, also of mundane electricity, 
vital energy, 
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Two horns indicate the separate action of the poxitive and nega- 
tive aspects of electrical power, the right positive, the left negative. 
The straight horns indicate that the power in question 18 1n $SUs- 
pension ; the curved horns indicate the power 1s in_ cycle action. 
The golden horns which will be later seen to he curved horns are 
indicative of the Golden cycle or round of the age commented upon 
in the third stanza, the color gold being indicative of the high char- 
acter of the ruling. powers of that particular round of the age. 
Svmbolically, Gold 1s the color of the sun, and as the Sun 1s the 
ruler of this svstem of worlds the color of the two golden horns 
would indicate the character of the ruling powers of the cycle. 

As the sun_ belongs to the fiery tripheity—higher manas, 1t 18 
evident the mentality of the races inhabiting the earth during that 
round must have been of a high character. 

*The diamond tipped horn” which *'sprang forth suddenly 1n- 
cicates the rapid development of the kryashakti—spiritual—power 
1N SO0Mme one or more people of the race who were capable of en- 
during the rapid vibrations of that fiery power, the power by which 
all magic, white or black, is performed. It must have: been by 
means of kryashakti that the destruction of the race was accom- 
plshed. It is evident from a study of sacred history that there 
was a period 1n the existence of the Third root race when the ruling 
powers of the race hecame absolutely intoxicated as a result of the 
Superhuman power to which they had attained and as a consequence 
ot their final loss of control over the elemental powers they had 
evoked, that they were eventually destroyed with the continent 
they ruled. According to the Sloka, the two gvulden horns circled 
tne races of the changing star. In other words, the golden cycle 
was closing. The ends of the two horns were meeting. The com- 
pletion of the: cycle of the changing star was 1n one sense brought 
about by the misuse of higher mind—typifted by the golden horns 
—1n the determining of ways and means by which they might 
gratity their lower natures by the use of $spiritual power, typified 
by the diamond tipped horn. As a consequence of the misuse of 
Spiritual power the diamond tipped horn curved and entered the 
earth and Sought the abodes of Serpents of Wisdom,” which means 
that the power which they had so misused was taken away from 
the people of that period and returned to those who had first been 
nstrumental in imparting it. By its curving it completed the cycle 
ot 1ts maniestation on the circumference of the earth where the 
humanity of that period were dwelling and, to use a common ex- 
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p1 esS10n, 1t was grounded mn the earth, that 1s, it passed from under 
the control of the people on the circumference of the earth: to the 
people of the central zone—the Masters, known as the Serpents of 
\Wisdom. It drew the latter from their retreat and set them in hizh 
places—1n posrttions of power. 

To gain any understanding of. the last statements of this Sloka 
it 18 necessary to digress to some extent. The center of the sun, 
the center of the earth or any other - planet, the center of man or 
molecule 1s one state -of consctousness or definite plane of ex1st- 
ence. It 1s the akashic plane, the ther of the ancients, the fifth 
principle, the fifth breath, the fifth of the sacred ten—the pertect 
number, the state of consciousness 1n which the purited soul of the 
\Tasters ex1st 1t they are not delegated to serve im some other ifeld 
of. consclousness. It 1s evident that upon the withdrawal of the 
atoresaid kriashakti power from the people of the earth, to use a 
common term, 1t descended to the center or rather was indrawn to 
ts original point of differentiation, the central point of manitesta- 
tion. By Some operation of power, possthly directed by the Hiero- 
phant of the great White Lodge, the effect of its action was to 
draw forth the Serpents of Waisdom—the Masters of Life—trom 
S0me point of temporary retreat, in order to carry out the karmic 
decrees upon the place and people under condemnation tor abuse 
ot sniritual power. 

If the word *karma” as here used conveys ar 1dea of unalter- 
able fate, revenge or merciless punishment, to the mind of the 
reader it may be as well to consider some aspects of that universal 
principle which do not always come to mind as quickly as others. 
We will do well to remember that there 1s good as well as bad 
and that the final result of either may 


karma—cause and. effect 
he changed or modified. In one sense karma indicates the power 
Of balance. And karmic action balanees the effects of the acts ot 


man, one against the other, in the final accounting. While man 


may not escape punishment for his sins- against the Higher Self 
he may evoke the action of powerful neutralizing forces by his 
efforts toward the attainment of righteousness, which will enable 
him to overcome the qualities in himself which were the original 
causes of his sin. In other words, he may overcome the evil in 
himself by the good and if an evil force 1s neutralized or "killed 
out by the good, karma 1s satisfied. 

As the physical plane is a plane of reflection, the real evil 1s 
committed. on the plane of forces, mental or s$piritual, as the case 
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may be: consequently the karmic debt 1s finally liquidated on 
the plane of forces where the evil originated. 

Every act sets in motion some definite form of energy or. suÞ- 
Stance, therefor every act is a force. Bearing this 1n_ mind, -1t 18 
Somewhat eater to understand why the final. determination of the 
results of action must take place on the plane of forces. instead of 
on the plane of gross matter, and why the claim made by Jesus of 
power to forgive $sin had a genuine hase- while at the same time the 
law of Karma was not demied by that elamm. The forces called into 
action as a result of a definite. act by one possessed of knowledge 
and power as was Jesus would be. s0 much more powerful than 
those evoked by the smner_ under consideration that the former 


would neutralhze. the latter. His acknowledeed unity with the 


y 


Father—the <ource of all power — would make 1t poss1hle._ for one 
hke Jesus to take upon Ilimselt the karmie debt of the so termed 
Sinner and neutralize the evil by good. No one less highly devel- 


oped than a Master could accomplish swvech a purpose, for no one 
ot lesser:. power and knowledge would have the necessary con- 


SCIOUSNessS of his essential unity with all that Iives and theretor of 
his power over everything lower 1n the scale of hfe than hinselt. 
Consequently 1t 1s logical to conclude that the high places upon 
which the Serpents Of Wisdom were to be set, according to the 
words of the Sloka, were comparable to the seats of judgement of 
the ten judges set by OsTris before whom the Souls of men were 
tried according to Egyptian svmbolism. In other words they be- 
came the judges. and executors of the law of karma, upon the 
violators of that law, and the teachers and examplers of the first

Unless the seer 1s a: fully developed Master such a revelation 
from the higher plane 1s very hable to become tinctured with the 
perscnal 1diosvneras1es. of the. seer. [If he he inclined- to egotism 
and self assertion he - will inevitably connect the personelle and 
the. detail of the revelation with”. his -own- person, LE= te 
be a Misciple of some greatly admired teacher he will connect 
them with that teacher. -If he has some strongly focused 1deal 
he will connect them with that ideal alone. And in all snch in- 
Stances it 1s all but impossible to convince the self decerved of 
his mistake by aught save hard experience. 

The pronouns / and vou are almost invariably misplaced im 
the deliverv of a revelation. From. the higher astral, the revealer 
intends to he understood as speaking from the cosmic_ standpoint 
of all the 


of the Ego, the 1 am, to the combined units—the wor! 
organized life of that plane. Each individual whose inner $Sense 
of hearing was open to the plane of the revelation would nat- 
urrally- believe the revelation intended for him alone, when, 1t may 
he, hundreds -of- others had heard the same revelation psychically 
and helieved it was intended for them personally. 

Such a cosmic revelation as that of the coming of a Christ, 
one that concerns every heing, every minute form of life in a world, 
would inevitably be caught 'by all whose ears were attuned to 
the vibration of the Christ. If honest in their conviction. the 
many now claiming to he reincarnations of Jesus, or looking tor 
Such reincarnation in fleshly bodies, to be born or that are al- 
ready born on the earth, may be victims of their own egotism, 
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as before stated; and the fact that every human being 1s an 
embryo Christ fosters his conviction. 

Either all the revelations of the Bible, as well as the direct 
Statements of the Masters, concerning the second coming of the 
great Master Jesus are false and misleading or else there 1s a 
way by which they could be literally fulfilled. That way has been 
clearly pointed out in the Temple Teachings, and it is a way that 
does not conflict with either physical science or revelation, and 1s 
in harmony with the law of cyclic evolution; that 1s, the rapid 
development of a race toward the close of a cychc period, to a 
point where the revelator and the revealed may be recognized 
as one heing by means of the same $pirit in the <eer of the vin :

IN MEMORIAM. 


The wings of Azrael, the Angel of Death, swept the Halcyon 
Temple Centre during July and two lives, well ripened by age 
and experience were gathered into the $piritual storehouse of the 
[Lternal. 

On July 9th Mrs. L. H. Hoisington passed from this Sphere 
of action after a lingering old age 1llness of several months. 
This sister was born in 1826 in Ohio, making her 89 years old 
at the time of passing. All visitors at the Centre will remember 
the remarkahle physical and mental activity of Mrs. Hoisington, 
which continued up to the time she was unable to leave her. bed. 
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During the Civil War, Mrs. Hoisington Served with the Union 
Army as a nurse and was one of 'the last survivins members of 
the nurses who served the country in those trying days. She was 
a memher of the local Rehef Corps at Arroyo Grande, the mem- 
hers of which attended the funeral services in a body and who 
rendered the burial services of that Order in conjunction with the 
Femple Services. In the August, 1909, number of Tye TEMPLE 
ARTISAN. 1s a biographical 'sketch of Mrs. Hoisington with picture, 
o1ving interesting details of her hfe. Mrs. Hoisington was the 
widow of the Rev. W. H. Hotsington, who was a remarkable 
man 1n many ways, a deep thinker, and of scholarly attainments 
11 $Spite of his atthetion of total blindness. He and Mrs. Hoising- 
ton joined the Theosophical Soctety in 1884. Among the papers 
left by Mrs. Hoisington was : found a letter to. Mrs. and Mr. 
Hoisington from H. P. Blavatsky in H. P. B.'s own handwriting. 
This letter was read at the funeral service as it was deemed no 
higher tribute would be paid to the sterhng character of this 
Temple s1ster. The letter will be found printed on another page 
of this number. | 

Fhe other warrior soul whose activities were transferred from 
outer to 1nner realms of being was that most devoted brother- 
comrade, George Leitch. Mr. Leitch attained his 80th year on 
July 16th Iast. He was born in Glasgow, Scotland, and 1s sur- 
vived by a wife and several sons living in different sections of 
California, The family knowing Brother Leitch's deep interest 1n 
the Temple Centre and its work as well as his own desires lett 
the conducting of the funeral entirely with the Temple Centre. 
The funeral services were held on July 24th and the mortal re- 
mains were laid alongside those of other comrades in the Temple 
Cemetery, who have gone that way before. 

Mr. Leitch joined the Theosophical Society in its early days 
of activity in this country and was intimately conversant with the 
various  phases through which the T. S. passed. He affiliated 
with the Temple almost at its inception on this” plane, in 18958, 
and has been one of the Old Guard of Warriors ever since, al- 
ways reliable and faithful to his obligations and the trust reposed 
in him. This brother in truth was almost the personification of 
loyalty and devotion in and for work that was s0 near his heart. 

Mr. Leitch was a trusted representative of the Serihner Pub- 
liching Co. and for many years represented that well known com- 
pany in the territory extending from Vancouver to San Diego. 
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During the last ten vears his age made 1t 1ncreasingly difhcult 
for him to. do this work and s at times he would come to. the 
Centre and stav for months, helping in whatever - way he could. 
The work he loved was caring for the flowers and grounds and 
he put into that work his characteristic love and devotion of do- 
Ing well that which he could do. 

Brother Leitch was spared the hardship of a lingering 1lIness. 
Though for some months prior to death processes of dechning 
health affecting the heart was obvious and he was compelled to 
abbreviate his activities, yet he was up. and about to the day be- 
ior his making the Great Chance.
